Rev. J. W'. White Talked on 


the Savior at the Well, 


CHRIST AS A COMMONER. 


He Knew No Destination as to Race 


or Condition in Life 


And Is the Friend Alike of the Rich 


and the Poor—A Host Excellent 


and Instructive Sermon. 


Rev. J. W. White, who is one of 


tbe ablest ministers in the African 
Methodist church, delivered an ex- 
cellent sermon Sunday morning at the 
findlay Street Methodist church. 


There was a large congregation 


present and the address of the pastor 
waa listened to with . the deepest at- 
tention. 


Tbe subject of Mr. White's ser- 


mon was "The Savior at the Well," 
and lie chose as his text John, 4th 
chapter and 26th verse "Jesus saith 
unto her, I that speak to thee am 
He." 
Mr. White said that in the 


center of Palestine there is an ancient 
well. Every traveler visits it, and, 
sitting near its ruined month, opens 
bis Bible and reads this remarkable 
conversation. In it two persons are 
represented, the Savior and the sin- 
ner.The Savior at the well is revealed 
to us in three aspects:: First, a 
weary Savior; second, 
a 
working 


Savior; third, a wonderful Savior. 


First, a weary Savior. 
There is 


a suggestion in this picture of Jesus 
sitting weary, utterly exhausted, by 
Jacob's well. It shows that he was 
thoroughly human, our brother man. 
It was our brother who sat on the 
well and sics now on the 
throne. 


Moreover, his weariness at that hour 
was caused by His effort and care and 
burden in the work of saving man. 
He exhausted himself in helping 
others. 


Second, a working Savior. 
Though 


worn out He forgets His own physical 
condition when a needy soul came in 
sight. He beheld a nature in deeper 
hunger than His own, and at once 
the weary one was transformed into 
the worker, alert, active, ardent. .... 


Notice the traits of Christ's work 


by the well: (a) Wayside work. Ac- 
cidentally he had come to that place 
for rest, when the 
work presented 


itself, (b) Individual work for one 
soul. lie did not wait to gather the 
whole city, but talked with one wc- 
man. (c) Lowly work. Not merely 
for one, but for one 
who 
was im- 


moral, and who by many would have 
been deemed an outcast, (d) Skillful 
work. With what tact He began the 
conversation by asking a favor, and 
how gradually He drew her thoughts 
from tue water of Jacob's well to the 
water of life. . (e) Successful -work, 
resulting not only in winning the wo 
man, but turougn her the wnole city 


Third: A wonderful Savior. Won 


derful in insight, reading the record 
of a life and the secrets cf a soul 
wonderful in the depth to which he 
could reach this prodigal daughter 
in the sluugh of sin; wonderful in Hi 
revelation of Himself and of 
His 


Father; wonderful in 
His 
trans 


forming power; she who came a sinner 
went away a. missionary; wonderfu 
in the height to which He could lift 
np a soul to the heavenly glory and 
the life everlasting. 


Secondly, let us consider the sin 


ner. Jonh's gospel is everywhere 
distinct in its portrayal o( character 
This was no common woman. She 
was 
quick in thought, sharp In 


repartee, strong in power of insight 
and possessed of great natural force 
„ Notice the stages in her spiritua 
condition. She csmes to the well as 
a careless sinner, without a dream 
that the crisis of her life was upon 
her, just as many a man enters a 
church door without a thought that 
he will be convicted of ig sins before 
"e goes away. Secondly, she is 
captious sinner. She wonders that a 
Jew would speak to a Samaritan wo 
roan, and is disposed to be stiff on 
points of propriety.

The fame of the Portsmouth Struc- 
ural Iron and Steel works have t>e- 
ome known throughout the land, for 
he steel vaults and cages they make 
lave proved to be burglar proof, and 
he works are constantly * receiving 
nvitations to bid on work of this 
kind. 


Recently,' however, they learned 
hat their fame had extended to other 
ountries and they were requesed to 
aid on some very peculiar work in a 
"louth American country. This firm, 
with some other iron and steel manu-l 
acturers of the United States, have I 
been asked to send proposals to Car- 
acas, Venezuela, for the construction 
if an absolutely unique iron cerre- 
ery, of sufficient capacity, to contain 
25,000 bodies, the same to be con- 
tracted at Carracas. They want this 
icculiar cemetery built in the foim of 


square, with an ornamental iron 


base, and 
an attractive 
railing 


around it, each vault to be water and 
air tight and arranged In grades and 
sizes. 


There may be many who do not un- 


derstand that in these South Ameri- 
can countries the earth is in such a 
condition that it is impossible to dig 


raves and deposit dead bodies in the 
ground, as is the custom in this coun- 
try. And as the people of these 
countries are not advanced sufficiently 
in this progressive age to accept of 
what is as yet in this country a some- 
what unpopular idea, cremation, they 
are forced to resort to some method 
of caring for their dead bodies above 
the surface. For years they have 
used a cement and stone. This ma- 
terial they have found to be porus 
and impossible to make water tight, 
being very unsatisfactory. They have 
now conceived the idea of using iron 
and steel. 


The Structural Iron and Steel com- 


pany of this city have not as yet con- 
cluded to bid on the work, but should 
they do so they will, in all pioba 
bility, send their architect to Vene- 
zuela to view the ground and make 
proper plans. The reputation of this- 
concern for building vaults and cells 
that will hold bodies that are full of 
life ought certainly be a valuable aid 
toward securing a contract for build- 
ing vaults that would hold dead 
bodies.

That is how the professional fisher- 


man along tbe Jersey coast finds his fa- 
vorite "biting1' ground. The latter may 
be 20 or more fathoms deep, and a 
dozen or more miles offshore; but, 
with the aid of such landmarks as trees, 
steeples and beach cottages, lying in 
various directions along the strand, 
these crack surfmen seldom make a mis- 
take in "picking up" the ground soughi 
offshore. It's no easy job this finding 
of some particularly good fishing ground 
that has no mark on the chart and is 
only fixed in the mind of fishermen by 
study of distances from the shore. 


It is a well known fact that fish mnsi 


be sought. They will not, as a rule, 
come to the fisherman, be the latter 
professional or amateuT. Sea fish, as 
well as lake fish, like rocky bottom, and 
it is over this kind of bottom tbat the 
best catches are made. It is no easy task 
to locate a rocky bed along the Jersey 
coast, and even with ranges or land- 
marks one is not always certain to find 
it on another day's fishing trip. The 
ranges are manipulated this way: 


In an ordinary surfboat, such as the 


majority of the Jersey fishermen nse, 
the beacb lino that looks so white and 
extensivo close inshore resembles a 
white thread at, a distance of, say, 15 
miles from the laud. When the fisher- 
men discover a new ground at or about 
that distance offshore, they generally 
pick three marks ou land—one north, 
one south and the .third directly to the 
westward. By bringing these three 
marks to a convergence the happy hunt- 
ing ground is located. 


As a ralo these fishermen are a bit 


selfish when new grounds are discover- 
ed. They conceal the fact as long as 
possible from one another, for business 
reasons principally, for there is a ripa 
competition among these beach comb- 
ers, and it is only by playing possum 
and keeping a weather eye open that 
one learns what his rival sometimes 
knows. 


Ono day last season a reporter was in 


one of these surf boats 18 miles offshore 
from Baruegat. The fisherman in charge 
of the tiny ciaf t was heading for a rocky 
bottom as far offshore ns he dared to go 
without compass and provisions. When 
within a mile or so of the ground, an 
other fisherman and his helper were 
seen at anchor. They were hauling up 
whacking big bass as fast as they could 
throw out, and altogether they seemed 
to be having a glorious time. After the 
two boats bad separated sufficiently to 
permit a private conversation the pro- 
fessional in charge of the first mention- 
ed craft said to his shipmate: 


"Did yon mark it?" 
"Yes," answered the other. 
"The 


pier's to the westward, the life saving 
station is to the northward and the 
cottage of that old crank is to the south- 
ward."

Here's another trick 
of tbe trade tbat a eurfman at Belmar 
taught

landlubberly reporter. 


There's a echooner tbat takes city folk 
from A6bury Park offshore to fish. She 
was anchored ten miles offshore this 
particular morning over a newly found 
ground, find there were half a dozen or 
more surf boats clustered about her. The 
biting was first class, but presently one 
of the big fishing steamboats from the 
Battery was sighted heading down the 
beach. There was an . interchange of 
conversation on the part of. the profes- 
sional fishermen, but they suddenly 
pulled ap anchors as if one man and 
began rowing around.

to the discussion of the peace treaty 
ia the senate.

W. B. Allison, chairman of commit- 


tee oa appropriations, says he will not 
interfere at any time with the consid- 
eration of the treaty by asking to have 
appropriation hills taken up, and as a 
consequence the treaty will have com- 
plete right of way. This week will see 
the close of the memorable debate, both 
in executive session and in open senate, 
as the vote is set for 3 o'clock a week 
hence. Notice has been given of set 
speeches for every day. Senator Berry 
will speak Tuesday; Senator Spooner, 
Wednesday; Senator'Rawlins, Thurs- 
day; Senator Money, Friday, and Sen- 
ator Chilton Saturday. -These speeches 
will he based upon the various resolu- 
tions oh the general question of expan- 
sion, and will be delivered in open ses- 
sion. They will, however, be practical- 
ly devoted to the trea'fy, and will afford 
Senators ah' opportunity to say openly 
what they would say in secret session 
if the resolutions were not under con- 
sideration. 


An effort will be made to get the 


speeches in before 2 p. m. each day, in 
order to permit the closing ot the doors 
at 2 o'clock In accordance with the 
unanimous agreement to that effect, 
when the treaty will be taken up for- 
mally and the executive consideration 
of the subject proceeded with. 


Both Messrs. Mason and Bacon an- 


nounce their intention of continuing 
their efforts to get action upon their 
respective resolutions before the vote 
Is taken upon the resolution to ratify 
the treaty, and hop* to succeed some 
time during the week.
